Thad intended to say n good deal more on the leg- 
islative department, but I haye been, I fear, too 
wearisome already, and Twill promiso the pativnt 
reader'to go over the remaining part of the instru- 
ment with all the haste consistent with the object of 
these remaining eketches, 

Tho executive department next ¢laims our atten 
tion, and { procecd at once to the Sth seotion, which 
fixes the salary of the Governor at $1600. Now, 
while I na of opinion that all the salaries, as estaly- 
lished by the new constitution, are'too low, and 
furnish, at the present time, no adequate componsa~ 
‘tion, Tfvel not disposed to war against the instru 
‘mont on that account. It is the principle of fixing 
salaries at all by the funtiamental ‘law of the state, 
against which I most sdlemnly protest, as being un- 
Just and impolitic. The presumption is, and ono 
which was undoubtedly entertained by the conyen- 
tion itself, that the constitution, when once adopted, 
‘Wortld last at least some twenty or thirty years. Is 
it proper then, is it just to establish a uniform com- 
pensation for serviees, which in the course of that 
time, may be greatly raised, tobe paid in a medium, 
‘the most fluctuating of almost any commodity? It 
is admitted on all nds, that the value of money 
is very different at different times, so much so that 
“in national economy, it has become the settled doc 
trine, that no comparison of values can bo made by 
comparing the amount of meney paid for articles at 
different times. Wheat and other commodities are 

‘resorted to, when We wish to ascertain (hereal value 

of things in other times, than our own. 

It is within the recollection of every one, that 
Money in 1832 and 1893 was worth almost twice as 
muchas it was in 1836 and 1837. The officor Who 
received $1,000 in 1852 got twice os much as the 

‘one who received the same amount in 1846. Ifour 

convention bad had itin their power to make the 

world stand still for the noxt twenty years, (which 

a good many memebers appeared to imagine they re- 

ally hod,) it would have all been right, but as it is, 

‘this arrogation of power is utterly unwarrantable. 

Neither the constitution of the United States, nor 

Dardly any other constitution, in this or any other 

country, furnishes 0 precedent for this unheard of 
*proceeding. 
In ten years, tho salaries, as fixed by the constitu- 
tion, may be worth’but one half or two-thirds of 
\their present value, or the services of the respective 
-officers may have been so increased by legisla- 
tive action, as to render them wholly inadequate.— 
And yot there isno remedy. The consequences 
aay be readily imagined. The offices will be filled 
either by needy adventurers, incompetent to the task, 
or the opulent aspirant, who takes the office for the 
sake of power or gratification of vanity. It 
might have been well enough to prescribe some 
minimum of (compensation, as some constitutions 
do, so a8 to prevent the legislature from capricious 
Iy putting the salary so Jow asto affect certain offic- 
ers, who may have incurred their displeasure, but to 
sanalterably fix the salary of all the officers, from the 
highest to the lowest, as this new constitution doess 
isan encroachment upon legislative functions, ulter- 
Ay unjustifiable. 
T have heard: it asserted, that these things were 
done with a view to make the constitution popular, 
that it would please the masses and furnish an ex- 
cellent capital wherowith (o back it before the peo- 
ple. Trill not believe that any respectablenumber 
of delegates thought so; to those few who did, I 
Would say that they certainly underrate the intelli- 
sBeace ofthe people, and that theirclectioncering cap- 
ital is of the most unsubstantial character. The old 
constitution no where undertakes to establish per- 
manent salaries, and it is consequently in the power 
vot the legislature, without the aid of this new consti- 
‘tution, to reduce the present salaries, if they be too 
high. The legislatures, for the last six years, have 
deen constantly making reductions. 

If you, therefore, tell the people that the new 

‘eonstitution is preferable to the old one, on account 
of having made reduction in the salaries of officers, 
you assert what is wholly untrue, and are guilty of 
‘wilful ‘deception. It would be easy, however, to 
how that by the time your county judges, and coun- 
ty attorneys will have to be provided for, the ezpen- 
‘ter of the government will be for greater than what 
they even now are under the much abused old con 
atitution. 

The 10th section, in prescribing that a special 
Aegisloture “shall enter on no legislative business 
except that for which thoy were specially called to- 
gether” while it is certainly well intended, may of- 
on lead to the greatest inconvenience and much use- 
Tess expense. It is true that the legislature, when 
specially called together, ought to confine its action 
Principally to the business indicated as requiring 
their attention in the Governor's measage. But it 
does not follow, that therefore the constitution 
should enforce this duty. Somefdiseretion must be 
left to the legislature, some allowance should be 
made in favor of their having good sense and pat 
Fiotism, quite as much, indeed, as the framers of this 
project, They are elected by the sameconstituents, 
taken from the same:classes of people, and will, as 
general rule, be possessed of quite as much talent 
as the late convention was. Now look at the con- 
sequence of this restriction. “Suppose the legisla- 
turo is called together to take action on the canal, 
but while the Governor’s proclamation is out, or 
while they are in session, disturbances occur, like 
those in Hancock or Massac, requiring immediate 
action? Whotis tobe done? Why the legislature 
must adjourn, to be called fogether again, at great 
expenseand trouble. Many instances mightbe put, 

‘not at all very-unlikely to happen, Under a strict 
‘uction of this clause, it is not perceived how 
ecial Jegislature could even passalawapprop- 
Tinting monoy for their own compensation, for altho? 
their salary is fixed by the constitntion, I should 
atill apprehend that it would requiro the passage of 
law to draw the money. Thetruth is, the greater 
the restrictions in a constitution, the more will it be 

+ either ingeniously evaded or openly violated. Lord 
Eldon once said that no act of Parliament could be 
so precisely worded, but that he could driyea coach 

sond six through it. Itmay, with safety, be predict- 

ved; that if will not belong, considering the many 
obscurities of language and thought in this new in- 
-strument, in addition to the many grinding incon- 

sveniences, before huge locomotives, with their 
ewhole trains, will be driven through this new con 
atitution with impunity. 

‘The 21st section abolishes the council of revision, 
in whom the old constitution had lodged the veto 
power. ‘However much this blending the judicial 

edepartment with the exccntive and legislative de- 
«partment violated:the abstract principles of a strict 
division of powers, and however much objectionable 

Vit was on that account, it can hardly be serionsly 

contended that it practically exercised any perni- 
‘cious influence. It violsted;more our notions of po- 
Aitical propriety'than any practical and tangible in- 
terests. It was well enough to, purge the new in- 
strument of this political inconsistency. But cor- 
tainly the people nevor desired to sce the veto pow- 
er reduced to a mere shadow, and to make their now 
Governor and the legislature play a mere farce.— 
The veto, as heretoforo exercised in our state, 
‘would, if'strong enough, have proved eminently sal- 
utary. ‘The old State Bank was vetoed, the inter- 
nal improvement systempwvas vetoed, but these meas- 
tures were passed in spite of the veto. Canany one 
calculate the immense ben¢lit-which would have re- 
-gulled to our people if that power had been strong- 
ex? And yet the wise and experienced framers of 
“the new constitution have reduced the little strength 
which it has under the old, and brought the whole 
*fnto ridicule and contempt. They brought it about 
in this way. It requires, as the old-constitution 
does, a majority of the members elect to pass alaw, 
swheri the veto has been interposed. But the new 
constitution requires the like majority for the pas- 
vage of any law. Ifa law then is passed, it is sub- 
mitted to the Governor. If ho assents {o it, itisall 
‘very well, and if he vetoes it, it makes no sort of 
differonce, as precisely the same majority will di- 
rectly passitagain, What Governor will bo simple 
enough to place himself in this ridiculous position,

Congress 
by the act of annexation claimed it; Mr. Web- 
ster in 1842 claimed it, John Quincy Adams has de- 
clared it, and even Mr. Clay, who is now so hos 
to the war, has repeatedly claimed that such was 
the boundary, Aslong ogo as 1820 he made it clear, 
More than this, Congress has, after a full investiga- 
tion of the litle, declared that it is the truc bounda- 
ry and extended our laws over the territory. We 
have established custom houses and appointed fed- 
eral officers there. ‘The latest dates from the terri- 
tory in question bring decisions of the Texan cour 
which assert jurisdiction in the United States and 

establish the fact beyond controversy that the citi- 

zens claim protection at our hands. In another 

part of this paper we publish one of these decis- 

ions, 

In view of these things, what wasthe duty of our 

government when, on the 26th of April, 1816, our 

dragoons were attacked and some of them captured 

upon this very same territory? Every honest Illi- 

noian vwillsay thatit was our duty to drive them 

from the soil, a3 old Rough and Ready did do, though 

not until after they had crossed the river to our sider 

in great numbers, and gave him battle at Palo Alto 

and Resaca dela Palma, besides bombarding Fort 

Brown, ‘These acts of aggeession and invasion 

brought matters to a crisis, though it is admitted that 

we had, independent of these things, just cause of 
war. ‘The Illinois Journal has been compelled to 

admit this, after a review of our relations with 

Mexico during a long period of years, Fora long 

period anterior to the annexation of Texas, Mexico 

had heaped wrongs and injuries upon our govern- 

mont and our citizens. She has defrauded, robbed 

and murdered our citizens in cold blood without 

punishing the perpetrators of these numerous and 

appalling crimes, or rendering indemnity for these 

mostatrocious wrongs. She has robbbed our mer- 

chantinan and committed piracy of the blackest dye, 

No less than six of our Presidents have in their
